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PROHIBITION KILLINGS 


Washington dispatches are to the ef- 


fect that President Hoover has inter- 
vened to stop the reckless and promis- 
cuous killings in prohibition enforce- 
ment. Almost every clay recently news 
reports have-xxSfotained accounts of the 
shooting of men in various yarts of the 
country by federal "agents. Little or no 
satisfaction was ^obtained from the 
head of the enforcement department. 
Seymour Lowman.-wTSQiWas inclined to 
defend'and justify this ^.manslaughter 
or murder, as the case.ftnay be. The 
situation finally beca_me _sc>.serious that 
President Hoover held a conference 
with the officials of the treasury and 
justice departments. 
Following the 


conference announcement was made by 
Mr. Lowman that use of riot guns by 
members of the United States customs 
liquor control was forbidden. 
This 


means that their firearms will be lim- 
ited to pistols. Rifles and sawed off 
shot guns are barred. 


The next step should be to stop firing 


on automobiles and vessels merely on 
suspicion. There should be substan- 
tial evidence-,bn-,\yhich to make arrests 
and to intercept bootleggers and rum- 
runners. This evidence should not be 
difficult to obtain.;wh.ere habitual vio- 
lators of the law are iavo4ye.dA_ Where 
rumrunners and bootleggers' are posi- 
tively known and" identified' the use of 
force to capture them .is of course war- 
ranted. Even, hefe*.-;-however, there 
should be no authority to kill except 
in self-Sefense or in saving the lives of 
•others.

On the oth.er-$ide-6f the picture, we 


must not forget that what .promises to 
be'-a 
successful protest against -wide- 


spread killings and dernanH for limita- 
tion of search and seizure will stimulate 
rumrunners and bootleggers to greater 
activity on borders and coasts. It is 
the-duty of the government to deal with 
these "international criminals," as Pres- 
ident Hoover aptly terms them, sternly 
and as effectively as the means at its 
command will permit. The president' 
may be expected to stand h'is ground 
firmly on this point. The barriers can- 
not be let down to. wholesale violation 
of the law by the consent or connivance 
of the government. 


So long as prohibition is the law 


there must be a. bonafide attempt to 
enforce it. There never has been such 
an attempt in the past, but if it is un- 
dertaken by the .administration of 
President -Hoover if should receive 
public approval. Mr. Hoover's inter- 
vention for the modification of en- 
forcement policies is_a step Jn the right 
I direction. After all. the responsibility 


Jor^this .policy devolves upon him and 
it is a good thing to see him accept it.

DA WES MAKES HISTORY 


Charles G. Dawes. ambassador to 


England, is making diplomatic history 
fast. Already he has established prec- 
edents that may go far toward break- 
ing down the moth-eaten and circuitous 
practices of diplomacy, and putting it 
on a frank, commonsense, business-like 
basis. Of all the conventions of the 
world that could stand ^ remodeling, 
those that have to do with the handling 
of international, relations occupy first 
place. The new British-prime minister, 
Ramsay MacDonald, is a particeps 
crimim's to this revolutionary proce- 
dure. 


Without waiting for ^a ceremonial 


visit from the new envoy, the British 
premier goes to a quiet little town in 
Scotland to receive him and to talk 
over for the first time matters of great 
moment to both countries. Many of 
the old guard in England wrere shocked 
at the sight of a dignified ambassador 
landing at Southampton one day. pro- 
ceeding to-London post haste to be re- 
ceived by the king, and the same night 
departing by sleeper to a distant point 
in Scotland to meet the prime-minister. 
They shook their heads in doubt and 
misgiving. Such frankness and friend- 
liness could bring no- good. Xeverthe- 
. less, this simple, direA diplomacy is of 
a type that will, appeal peculiarly to 
Americans and there are evidences that 
it will appeal to large numbers of the 
British. 


In referring to disarmament Premier 


MacDonald said: "Determination exists 
on both sid'es of the Atlantic to come 
to a.firm understanding. We will open 
.the whole question, and nothing that 
human beings can remove will stand 
in the way of attainment of permanent 
peace." 
It is the brushing aside of 


diplomacy and admiralty in this fashion 
that, will, solve the problem, quicker 
than any oth»r way. Moreover, it will 
be solved in fairness and justice, ,to 
both nations. 


• The- meeting of - MacDonald 
and 


Dawes at Forres was a frank discussion 
of disarmament. "We have," said Mr. 
MacDonald, -"had a conversation re- 
garding the present ^position of the 
question of naval disarmament as be- 
tween the United.^States and Great 
Britain. It has been inforrna.1 and gen- 
eral, and v most satisfactory. * * * 
We both wish to malce-it .clear, that the 
other,, naval powers are,,,expected to 
cooperate in these negotiations on the 
successful consummation of which the 
peace of the whole world must' de- 
pend.""" " " " - - . ' . 


Thus is commenced direct negotia- 


tions for determination of a/difference 
that repeated conferences and devious 
diplomacy have been unable to reach. 
Undoubtedly it will lead to agreement. 
Where there is a will to do there is a 
way to be found. There is every rea- 
son to expect that Dawes and Mac- 
Donald will come to an understanding 
that will pave the way not only to gen- 
uine disarmament, but to a satisfactory 
adjustment of all the relations between 
the two countries. We see the first 
blow at old time diplomacy struck at 
Forres. 
It is _a memorable event. It 


is of the very highest significance in 
foreign affairs. It offers the most ef- 
fective Way to bring nations close to- 
gether..and to a composition of mis- 
understanding. It is the most potent 


- agency of peace that can be devised. 
In the hands of sincere, honest men, 
determined to do what is right, and to 


, promote peace, it is irresistible. 


A WELCOME VISITOR 


The prospect that Ramsay Mac- 


Donald, new Labor premier of Great 
Britain, is to visit the United States 
is big news and pleasan.t news. 


MacDonald, more than any other 


British 
statesmen within memory, 


seems to-be the sort of man that this 
natio'n will take to its heart. 
The 


fact that he represents labor may or 
may not be important. He has been 
premier before, and has shown no 
radicalism of a sort to scare this rather 
conservative country. The important 
thing about the man is his broad, sim- 
ple humanity. 


If he comes, he conies as a messenger

STATUE OF LIBERTY 


Forty-four years;ago today the Statue of Lib- 


erty ' was received for New York harbor from 
France. 
- 
v-- 


The statue was presented to the United States 


in commemoration of the traditional good will 
existing between the two countries and is sit- 
uated on Liberty Island in New York harbor. 


The statue weighs 25 tons and cost $200,000, 


defrayed by popular subscription in France. The 
figure is of repousse copper—151 'feet in height— 
is crowned with a diadem, and holds in its ex- 
tended right hand a torqh. The left arm clasps 
close to the body a tablet bearing the inscrip- 
tion: "July 4, 1776. 


The pedestal is 155 feet high, and is constructed 


of granite and concrete. It cost $250,000 and was 
paid for by popular subscription in the United 
States. 


Although received on June 19, 1885, the statue 


was not unveiled until October, 1886. Some of its 
dimensions will prove interesting. The nose is 4 
feet long; the right forefinger, 8 feet long and 5 
feet in circumference; and the head, 14 feet high. 


Flying against the lighted torch of the statue^ 


as many as 1,500 birds have killed themselves in' 
one' night.

afterward. 


Am I right when I say that many 
times medicine is given when" it is 
wholly 
unrfecessary? 
For in- 


stance, when I have a cold or am 
threatened with something of the 
kind, sore muscles, bowels refuse 
to move, etc., instead of taking cold 
remedies I r-esqrt .to splitting wood, 
hiking or. some other vigorous out- 
door exercise followed by a hot bath 
and rubdo'frn. 
. . . . " " 


The reader is right, 
though 
he 


doesn't put it quite correctly. About 
SO per cent of all the medicine that 
is taken in America is taken without 
medical sanction and indeed against 
medical advice, and I imagine a large 
part of this unnecessary and actually 
harmful medicine is taken by folk 
who pride themselves 
on 
having 


"common sense." 


The practice recommended by the 


reader is far better than resorting 
to a "cold cure" or a pain killer, at 
any rate, and it recalls to mind a 
belief we had as boys, that a brisk 
game of tag or something to get 
warmed up'arid sweating, was pretty 
good remedy for beginning earache. 


alas almost every acute ear- 


ache spells infection of the middle 
ear, from the nose or throat, by 
way of the eustachain tube, a com- 
plication or seciuel^f some nose or 
throat inflammation. 
I still believe 


vigorous open air exercise such as 
the correspondent suggests may be 
the best treatment for mild infections 
of this character, though I do not 
think the bath or rub down after the 
exercise is of any importance, and 
that may be left to the preference 
of the individual. 


In the early stages of any severe 


infection, such as pneumonia, ty- 
phoid fever, influenza, such an ef- 
fort might do great injury.

telligent thing to do whan one is 
coming down w-ith a real illness, or 
when one even thinks such illness 
"threatens." is to get into bed and 
stay there until a physician assures 
one it is safe to get up.

THINNING 
THE 
NOVELIST'S 


BROTH 


In an article in a literary maga- 


zine under the title, "The Cupboard 
Was Bare," Elmer Davis advances 
the interesting ideas that the novel- 
ists are in great danger of running 
but of subjects. 
So many of 
the 


old standbys that formed the sub- 
ject matter of innumerable novels of 
the past have been removed from 
the realm of life and hence from the 
realm of fiction that pretty soon the 
novelist won't have much of any- 
thing to write about. 


Broadly speaking a novel is a rec- 


ord of conflict. Remove the conflict 
from life and you remove the novel- 
ists' subjects, Davis argues. There is, 
for instance the conflict in religion 
between authority and those who 
revolt against it. 
So many novels 


have been written about that that 
they cannot be counted. The ^Rob- 
ert Elsmere" sort of book has been 
with us for ages—the story of a 
sensative person who could no long- 
er believe in the temets of his church 
and who suffered the martyrdom of 
ostracium 
because of his 
revolt 


against what was regarded as divine 
authority, 
' 


People no longer believe in divine 


authority in religion, according 
to 


Davis and hence the novel reader of 
this generation would not even un- 
derstand 
such a book as "Robert 


Elsmere." It would seem meaning- 
less and irrelevant. The subject has 
been removed from life and hence 
the novelist can no longer use it. - 


This is of course an extreme state- 


ment. There is still much more of 
a belief in divine authority than Da- 
vis says there is. 
But relatively 


speaking there is a point to his ar- 
gument. 
The subject is at least 


thinner for the novelist than it once 
was. 
It no longer has the passion- 


ate interest that it once held. The 
novelist's broth has become thinner, 
so far as this theme goes. 


There is the subject of love. 
It 


has *een the main, theme of 
the 


novelist for centuries. But roman- 
tic love as a subject for fiction calls 
for a passionate belief in love. Young 
people today, 
thinks Davis, 
ap- 


proach 
love with mental reserva- 


tions. They feel 'that it is an illus- 
ion and the phrase "till death do us 
part" no longer has force; the di- 
vorce court is much simpler. As a 
result love as a theme for fiction is 
beginning Jto lose out. The more 
sophisticated we become about love 
the less novelists will be able 
to 


write about it. 


Mr. Davis pretends to believe that 


presently there won't be any teal 
subject left for fiction and the novel- 
ists will have to go out of business. 


All of which 
sounds 
plausible. 


Carlyle said something like it many 
years ago when he pointed out that 
when science took the mystery out 
of thunder they robbed the poets qf 
a subject. 


But there is another side to" it. 


Science doubtless takes some theme 
away from the fictionists but it sub- 
stitutes others. There is for instance 
the subject of mental conflicts. The 
more science tells us about the hu- 
man mind the more themes it pro- 
, vides us in a world that was closed 
to the writers ot earlier centuries. 


Even such old themes sf the con- 


flict between rebels and divine au- 
thority and such themes as roman- 
tic love arc not as much in danger 
' of going out as 
Davis 
seems to 


thirk.. We 
ultra 
moderns may 


doubt dnine authority as represent- 
ed by any given organization but 
the novelist who looks below the sur- 
jface can discover new conflicts for 
old, 
conflicts that are more subtle 


but just as dramatic. 
And as for 


(loss of bcliet in romantic love that 
is more imacmary than real. 


Moreover 
if 
a novelist is great 


enough he csn illuminate any theme 
no matter what science has clone to 
it.

Shiccton—C. P. Oaks, manager of 


the Greenfield Farm, -nest of this 
Mlage, finished planting 40 acres of 
soy beans Friday, and intends to 
use the crop as hay for the dairy 
cattle, sheep and hogs on the farm. 


After finding out by repeated trials, 


the soil of his farm could not 
be 


depended on jear after year to pro- 
duce alfalfa hay in large 
enough 


yields to meet the requirements of 
the farm anmais, Mr Oaks began 
experimenting with soybeans as a 
substitute for alfalfa. 
His success* 


with the substitute was so outstand- 
ing that he has given up attempts 
at raising alfalfa and made 
soy- 


beans the regular hay crop. 


As thousands 
of acres in 
the 


vicinity are similar to those of the 
Greenfield Farm, the Oaks' experi- 
ments may turn these acres into one 
01 the best dairy sections of Outa 
gamie county. The fact that Mr. 
Oaks has one silo still filled with 
corn silage and big crops of corn and 
grain are the usual thins 
on and 


about the Greenfield Farm, makes 
this section look very promising as 
a dairy, hog and sheep part of the 
co nty 
In the past, the farmers 


have been compelled.to feed, timothy. 
red top or masn hay to their farm 
animals, and that has been their 
handicap Soybeans in Mr. 
Oaks' 


hands may lead the 
farmers 
out 


of this difficulty. 


Mr Oaks started off in his ex- 


periments with one and 
one-half 


acres of soybeans three years ago. 
From that patch he harvested six 
loads of hay. Last year, he planted 
twenty acres of soybeans and har- 
vested twenty big loads from twel'xe 
acres 
He reserved eight acres of 


the beans to ripon, thresh, gund and 
use as a substitute for commercial, 
protien feed, but as wet 
weather 


came he was unable to harvest and 
thresh the beans. 


As a result of these experiments. 


Mr. Oaks planted 40 acres of soy- 
beans which breaks the record in 
Outagamie county and this part of 
"Wisconsin. Before plowing the field 
this spring, he gave it a heavy coat 
of manure 
He made a good seed 


bed and broadcasted the beans Tvith 
a seeder at the rate of two bushels to 
the acre. He covered the beans quite 
lightly. He selected the Manchu and 
Dunfield varieties. To control -weeds. 
he expects to harrow the beans after 
they are up. 


To make hay, he cuts the beans 


w.th a mower the latter part of 
August, rakes them into windrows, 
turns the windrows with a side de- 
livery rake, and loads the hay from 
the windrows. He expects to put a 
part of this season's crop of soybeans 
m\the silo, however.

Leviathan from European countries 
will be made possible depends upon 
negotiations by the A. T. and T. with 
the British postoffice department, as 
regards the British Isles, and the 
telephone-controlling 
agencies in 


other countries. 


Insofar as "fixed" radio-telephone 


communication is concerned the A. 
T. and T. has entered into arrange- 
ments with practically all European 
countries.
